The latest news of the Transsiherian 
railroad is that the government is al­ 
ready laying the rails along the south­ 
west shore of Lake Baikal, says the 
New York Sun. An immense ferryboat, 
large enough to transport an entire 
train to the opposite shore, which is 
also to have a powerful appliance for 
breaking the ice, is now building. Next 
spring the grading of the very difficult 
part of the line around the southern 
end of the lake will begin, and when 
this part is completed ferriage across 
the lake will ne abandoned. 
It is ex­ 
pected to build the trans-Baikal section 
this season with remarkable rapidity. 
For a long distance toward the Pacific 
it is intended to lay the rails at the 
rate of four miles a day. While passen­ 
gers and freight are now being carried 
from Europe to Irkutsk, it cannot be 
said that the road is entirely completed 
that far, for thoro are as yet no bridges 
ever the Oka and \enisei rivers, across 
which trains are transported on ferry­ 
boats. 
A train de luxe runs once a week 
from Moscow as far east as Tomsk. Be­ 
yond that point a passenger train runs 
daily farther east to Krasnoiarsk and 
three times a week as far as Irkutsk. 
Only second class cars are run between 
Krasnoiarsk and Irkutsk.

The latest news of tho Trunssiburian 
I railroad is that the government is a1- 
j ready laying the rails along tho south- 
j west shore of Lake Baikal, says the 
i New York Sun. An immense ferryboat, 
largo enough to transport an entire 
train to tho opposite shore, which is 
also to have a powerful appliance for 
breaking the ice, is now building. Next 
spring the grading of the very difficult 
part of tho line around tho southern 
end of tho lako will begin, and when 
this part is completed ferriage across 
the lako will ne abandoned. 
It is ex­ 
pected to build the trails-Baikal section 
this season with remarkable rapidity. 
For a long distance toward the Pacific 
it is intended to lay tho rails at the 
rate of four miles a day. W hile passen­ 
gers and freight are now being carried 
I from Europe to Irkutsk, it cannot bo 
I said that the road is entirely completed 
that far, for there are as yet no bridges 


I ever the Oka and Yenisei rivers, across 
I which trains are transported on ferry­ 
boats. 
A train de luxe runs once a week 
from Moscow as far east as Tomsk. Be­ 
yond that point a passenger train runs 
daily farther east to Ivrasnoiarsk and 
three times a week as far as Irkutsk. 
Only second class ears are run between 
Krasnoiarsk and Irkutsk. The cost of 
second class ticket from Moscow to 
Lake Baikal is about $10, and the jour 
ney lasts 12 days. All tin* coaches have 
sleeping bunks. 
The Russians are now building the 
road without any foreign employees, 
except that a number of Italian stone­ 
cutters are at work. Every seven miles 
a side track is built, so that if lu ces- I 
nary the entire main route may be 
cleared for military trains. 
It is a re­ 
markable fact that the freight and pas­ 
senger movement already exceeds the 
transportation facilities. Thus far, how- j 
ever, the line has been employed chiefly ; 
iii carrying beyond the Baikal to Man- 1 
ehuria the numerous emigrants who are 
sent there by the government. 
Tw o' 
hundred thousand families were est ab- I 
lished there last year, and mon* than 
200,OOO others are booked for the jour­ 
ney this year.

“ Tho whole place was a fraud, from 
cellar to g arret,” was the remark made 
by Professor Spangler of the University 
of Pennsylvania at a meeting of the E n­ 
gineers’ club in Philadelphia when the 
laboratory of John W. Keely was under 
discussion. 
Discoveries of secret traps 
and tubes in the dismantled building 
furnish cumulative evidence that the 
inventor concealed beneath tho floors 
; arid in tho walls tho tubes through 
which he conveyed compressed air to 
his motor. 
In his investigation at the laboratory 
tho other day ( Tareiico I*. Moore, son of 
Mrs. Bloomfield Moore, was assisted by 
E. A. Scott, an electrical engineer, and 
George W. Arnlmld. a plumber and gas- 
fitter who had dom* considerable work 
for Keely before his death. 
On the 
ground floor of the laboratory were 
three rooms. The great steel sphere was 
under the floor of the middle room. No ; 
stranger was ever pi rmitted by Keely | 
in the middle or the back room.

Arnhold said he ran certain gas and 
water pipes into the building years ago. !

In the back room, which ; 
I was iii a one story annex, there was an I 
electrical battery, but he could not tell 
what it was connected with.

however, that there were gas pipes with 
wires running through them. 
Ile said 
that about two years ago he made agas 
connection with a gas motor which ■ 
stood in the front room and showed , 
where it had been disconnected and the 
end of the pipe capped. 
This motor 
stood at the rear end of a large work­ 
bench on the north wall. 
The back room disclosed a new mys­ 
tery. 
A small trap in the wood of the 
ceiling in tin* northeast corner opened 
into a space about one foot high. 
A 
half brick had been cut out of the wall 
of the two story building, through 
which a silver polished steel rod 7 feet 
3 inches long and five-eighths of an inch 
in diameter was thrust, running east 
and west over the ceiling of the room 
and projecting through a hole under the 
eaves. 
In a line with this rod and un ­ 
der tho floor of the rear room in the 
second story was a thick metal plug 
with a long screw, which was screwed 
through a joist. 
This plug was pierced 
with a small hole, term inating in a 
tube about half an inch inside diameter. 
This tube had been cut off. 
The plug and tube were directly nu­ 
der the revolving ball, which stood in 
the northwest corner of the second story 
hack room. 
This tall would roll over 
just as many times as the visitor would 
name. 
Keelv sat in the middle room 
looking through a small window be­ 
tween the two rooms and sounding a 
mouth organ. 
There were two auger 
holes bored through the floor at that 
point. 
Just what office the steel rod 
performed is not apparent, but at one 
point on the rod, which was consider­ 
ably corroded, there was a polished 
place where the rod had evidently rest­ 
ed on a bearing. The bright surf ace ran 
half way around, showing that the rod 
had had a rocking motion. 
In the northeast corner of the back 
room there were a water connection and 
a sewer connection. Everything had been 
torn away. There may have been a wa­ 
ter motor there. Several holes were cut 
through the brick wall. The motor was 
located in a room on the second story. 
It was fastened to tile floor by heavy 
holts and braced against the wall to a 
thick w coden strip running perpendicu­ 
larly on the wall. 
Tho floor showed a 
large augur hole at the foot of the 
wooden strip and three large augur 
holes where a heavy iron rod -probably 
a tube 
with a long iron foot ran from 
tlit* front of the machine to the floor. 
The floor was covered with heavy od 
cloth, which was torn up, revealing I 
holes and several small traps wile)-* 
short pieces of tho floor boards could be 
lifted out. It also showed grooves in the 
heavy joists, where tubes had probably 
been run. The facilities afforded tocon- 
ceal any kind of tubes or wires between 
the floor and the wooden ceiling below 
were ample for every purpose. A photo­ 
graph takt n three years ago shows that 
this heavy rod or tube with its iron font 
covered these auger holes and that clee i 
trie or pneumatic power could have 
been readily transmitted either through 
these holes cr the hole at the foot of the 
wooden strip on the wall 
There was not a wall or a floor that 
was not pierced with holes and traps I 
A disconnected insulated electric wire, 
which came in over a window on the ; 
recoin! floor, showed that Keely had at 
m e time been connected with an elec­ 
tric light station, tho outside fixtures 
being still in place. The Columbia com­ 
pany’s station is but two doors above 
the laboratory. 
T. B. Kinraid of Boston, sole legatee 
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of the Keeiy motor, who is ar present 
engaged 
in 
experiments at Jam aica 
Plain to discover if possible the secret 
of the inventor, said recently that the 
discovery of tubing, from which, it is 
alleged, compressed air had been the 
force utilized iii Keely’s experiments, 
amounted to nothing. Mr. Kinraid was 
asked if it was true or not that there 
was tubing used in connection w ith the 
great steel sphere, thus forming an 
agency for the forces that moved the 
motor iii the exhibition room. “ I cannot 
make any reply to that direct question 
in view of my position with the com­ 
pany. ” he s.*iid.—New York Herald. 


R e l i c * o r M o u n d B u i l d e r s . 
While prospecting recently on the 
site of the village of the prehistoric 
mound builders, near Fort Ancient, O., 
Clifford Anderson, 
a farmer, 
found 
some portions of human skeletons, stone 
hatchets, arrowheads and pottery and 
other relics of the past. The place is to 
be thoroughly investigated. 
It is only 
a few hundred yards from the largest 
earthwork in the United States—Fort 
Ancient 
which is 3}^ miles in cir­ 
cumference. 
The earthwork has fre­ 
quently been explored, but its history 
is not completely known, and Ander­ 
son’s discovery may go toward solving 
the mystery of its construction.—New 
York Tribune.

MAY GET $28,000,000. 


B ritish A d m ira lty May Pay T h a t F o r a 
Yankee Invention. 
N ew’ Y ork, Ja n . 30.—H. M. Buck, a 
w atchm aker, of Thompsonville, Conn., 
invented a rotary cylinder which is 
designed to increase the speed of steam ­ 
ships 60 per ceut aud at tho same tim e 
do away entirely w ith the vibration ot 
vessels. 
His method is to utilize all the 
expansion of strain for driving pow* r, 
thus avoiding the waste, which in the 
cylinders now in use is computed at 98 
per cent. 
It is this waste winch re­ 
quires the enormous coal consumption 
of modern steam vessels and the appro­ 
priation of an abnormally large space 
in i he vessel’s hull for coal bunkers. 
Mr. Buck opened negotiations with 
the British government. 
A British 
agent tested it very thoroughly aud a p ­ 
pl oved it. 
He w ent back to England 
about two weeks ago, taking a dupli­ 
cate model w ith him. 
He made the 
following contract w ith the inventor: 
The board of adm iralty is to construct 
a cylinder uud test it thoroughly tor six 
days. If at the end of this tim e it is ad 
judged successful Mr. Buck is to ge 
$9,000,009. 
lf a second test of 60 days 
is likewise successful he is to get an 
additional $9,000,000 and a final sac 
cesstul test of <0 days’ duration is to 
bring an additional $10,000,000, or $28,- 
000,000 in all.

At the request of The Christian Her­ 
ald ex-Senator George F. Edmunds, fa­ 
ther of the antipolygamy act, has pre­ 
pared an opinion on the case of Rob­ 
erts. the polygamous congressman elect 
from Utah, which will Vie read with 
widespread interest. Senator Edmunds' 
conclusions will probably influence con­ 
gress in determining the course to be 
pursued in this remarkable case.

letter is as follows: 
It is now just 50 years since the Mor­ 
mon political hierarchy was established 
in Utah. 
It became an organized terri­ 
tory of the United States in 1850, and 
; seven years thereafter a large military 
force was required to induce the Mor­ 
mon territorial government and officers 
to obey the laws of the United States. 
From that tim e onward until the pas­ 
sage of the aet of congress of March 22. 
1882, tho political hierarchy tinder the 
form of territorial self government 
i grew stronger and stronger, and polyg­ 
amy had become an established and 
strong and growing institution in spite 
of the fact that ever since 1*02 there 
had been in force an act of congress 
making bigamy in that territory, as 
well as others, a crime, and providing 
for its punishment. But, so far as I am 
informed, the act has remained almost 
a dead lofter, and naturally so, because 
substantially all the machinery of ad­ 
m inistering justice was under the con­ 
trol. either affirmatively or negatively. 
of the hierarchy. 
The act of 1882 un­ 
dertook to reform the methods of ad­ 
ministering ju stice and 
to provide 
means for bringing to punishment per­ 
sons guilty of polygamous practices un­ 
der whatever name they might exist. 
The act also provided for exclndirfg 
from suffrage and from official employ­ 
ment that class of criminals. 
At the 
tim e it was under discussion it was 
stated by those having the bill in charge 
that further measures would be brought 
to the attention of congress as might 
appear expedient, and accordingly con­ 
gress passed a supplemental act on the 
3d of Marc h. 1887. in which it provided 
among other things for annulling the 
territorial law of Utah, under which 
illegitim ate children inherited the same 
as legitim ate ones.

A paper on "Double Personality” 
written by Dr. W illiam Lee Howard of 
Baltimore was read by Dr. George W. 
Grover. 
It was in part as follows: 
"This paper refers to a condition in 
which tln-re is a displacement of the ego 
by which the I which perceives the 
abnormal is not the I which was wont 
to perceive the normal. Thisstate must 
not he confused with a condition of dis­ 
ordered consciousness found after trau­ 
matism to the head and certain amnesic 
states following fevers. 
"One jKjint in which the state of sec­ 
ond personality differs from the insane 
state is to be found in the fact that in 
the former a large part of the memory 
is blotted out and the mind is unable to 
compare present facts with the experi­ 
ence of tho past, while in the insane 
the memory of remote events is often 
unimpaired. In speaking of double per­ 
sonality I refer to a psychic condition 
which dissociates the elements of the 
mind and then combines them into a 
distinct, separate and strange personal­ 
ity. 
During this state the individual 
has no recognition of bis normal state. 
Ile bears a different name, has another 
occupation, perhaps resides in a town 
distant from his own, acts rationally 
and is fairly successful in his new voca­ 
tion. 
He suddenly returns to his pri- ! 
mary self and goes back to home and 
business. 
During the period of tim e he 
is another individual, a period which 
may last weeks or years, he has no con- ; 
sciousneasof the existence of his normal 
body or no lac id consciousness belong­ 
ing to that body. 
Under such condi­ 
tions an individual has a perfect dual 
existence." 
In illustration several cases were cited 
in which apparently norm al persons had 
forgotten everything about thorns* Ives 
and assum ed new names, taken up new 
work and gone to strange places. It w as 
suggested by Dr. H oward that disease, 
drugs, alcohol or hypnotic suggestions 
m ight be contributing causes o f the 
subm erging of the real self by the sec­ 
ond self.— N ew York Sun.

At the request of The Christian Her­ 
ald ex-Senator George F. Edmunds, fa­ 
ther of the antipolygamy act, has pre­ 
pared an opinion on the case of Rob­ 
erts. the polygamous congressman elect 
from Utah, which will be read with 
widespread interest. Senator Edmunds' 
conclusions will probably influence con­ 
gress in determining the course to be 
pursued in this remarkable case. 
His 
letter is as follow’s : 
It is now just 50 years since the Mor- 
; mon political hierarchy was established 
in Utah. 
Jt became an organized terri­ 
tory of the United States in 1859, and 
I seven years thereafter a large military 
force was required to induce the Mor­ 
mon territorial government and officers 
to obey the laws of tho United States. 
From that time onward until the pas­ 
sage of the act of congress of March 22. 
1882, tho political hierarchy under the 
form of territorial self government 
grew stronger and stronger, and polyg­ 
amy had become an established and 
strong and growing institution in spite 
of the fact that ever since 18(52 there 
had been in force an act of congress 
making bigamy in that territory, as 
well as others, a crime, ami providing 
for its punishment. But, so far as I am 
informed, the act has remained almost 
a dead letter, and naturally so, because 
substantially all the machinery of ad­ 
ministering justice was under the con­ 
trol. either affirmatively or negatively, 
of the hierarchy. 
Tho act of 1882 un­ 
dertook to reform the methods of ad­ 
ministering justice and 
to provide 
means for bringing to punishment per­ 
sons guilty of polygamous practices un­ 
der whatever name they might exist. 
The act also provided for exclndiifg 
from suffrage and from official employ­ 
ment that class of criminals. 
At the 
time it was under discussion it was 
stated by those having the bill in charge 
that farther measures would be brought 
to the attention of congress as might 
appear expedient, and accordingly con­ 
gress passed a supplemental act on the 
3d of March, 1887. in which it provided 
among other things for annulling the 
territorial law of Utah, under which 
illegitim ate children inherited the same 
as legitim ate ones. 
In consequence of these law s the in­ 
stitution of polygam y greatly declined, I 
and there appeared reason for believing 
that in a few years this blot upon our j 
civilization would entirely disappear, i 
The hierarchy, however, still continued 
to control the m ajority of the voters in 
the territory, and it was thought un­ 
safe to adm it U tah as a state until 
there should be a decided gentile m a­ 
jority of voters there. But the determ i­ 
nation of the hierarchy w’as continuous 
and its efforts for adm ission persistent, 
until finally congress w as persuaded to 
pass tho act of Ju ly 16, 1894, authoriz­ 
ing the peoplo of Utah to form a state 
constitution and to be adm itted. 
It is 
generally known that this was accom­ 
plished by inducing congress to believe 
that the claim of the hierarchy that 
polygam y was a divine institution and 
a part of the Mormon religion had been 
abandoned and that its practice had 
substantially ceased and therefore that 
J Utah ought to be adm itted as a state. 
Tho only condition in the enabling act 
wuis that tho U tah constitutional con­ 
vention should provide by an ordinance 
irrevocable, w ithout tho consent of the 
United States and the people of Utah, 
that w hile religions liberty should be 
sacred, "polygam ous or plural mar- 
I riages are forever prohibited. ” The con­ 
stitutional convention 
held pursuant 
to this act adopted an ordinance in the 
: very words of the requirement I have 
i quoted, and the convention made all 
the territorial law s of Utah then in 
force a part of the state law. 
But in 
respect of the territorial act of the 4tb 
of February, 1892, defining and punish­ 
ing polygam y, 
etc., 
the convention 
adopted that act only so far as it ap­ 
plied to 
polygam ous 
marriages, the 
effect of which w’as, follow ing the very 
w’ords of the act of congress, to punish 
only the crim e of contracting a polyga­ 
mous or plural marriage, the proof of 
which, owing to the peculiar methods 
of the hierarchy, it had b e e n found al­ 
most impossible to make in prosecutions 
under the acts of congri ss 
This diffi­ 
culty had led congress in the acts I 
have referred to to reach the evil by 
providing for the punishment of unlaw ­ 
ful cohabitation. 
Since the admission of the state, 
which was completed by the president** 
proclamation of the 4th of January, 
1896. I have never heard of any state 
prosecution in respect of any of the 
lets related to tin* subject, and it is 
well understood that the Mormon Iller 
archy is in .inst as complete posse -siun 
of the state in all respects as it was be 
fo re the acts of congress passed in 1882 
and 1887

The acts of congress, 
w hile they punish cohabitation w ith 
plural wives, did not punish and were 
not intended to punish those who had 
been in the practice of polygam y for 
supporting those who had been their 
unlaw ful wives, but they did provide 
for punishing a continuance of tin' po­ 
lygam ous relation. 
If Mr. R oberts’ po­ 
lygam ous m arriages took place after the 
state was adm itted, he would be guilty 
of violating th e state law in contracting 
such m arriages, but he would not be 
g uilty of violating any state law in liv­ 
ing as a husband w ith all his plural 
wives, for so far as I am inform ed there 
is no such law of Utah. In any case, as 
is tru e everywhere, statu tes restraining 
crim e are of no value unless there be a 
state of government, executive and ju ­ 
dicial, w illing and desirous to execute 
the law aud bring offenders to punish­ 
m ent. 
It would seem clear from w hat 
has transpired th a t the governm ent of 
U tah has no disposition to proceed in 
th a t direction. 
In this state of things you ask, W hat 
can the house of representatives do in 
the case of Mr. Roberts? The constitu­ 
tion of the U nited States provides that 
the house of representatives shall be 
the judge of the election and qualifica­ 
tions of its members. 
The power to 
judge of the election is merely the pow­ 
er to ascertain w hether a m ajority of 
the legal voters have in the m anner 
| provided by law voted for the member, 
and th a t is all. 
T he qualifications of 
the m em ber are three. 
He m ust be 25 
years of age; he m ust have been seven 
years a citizen of the U nited States; 
he m ust have been at the time of his 
election an in h ab itan t of the state.
